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This  is  the  K.  H.  S.  story  as  wc  li\e(l  it  tUiiing 
1954-55.  From  the  time  these  doors  opened  on  a 
new  school  year  in  September  until  tliey  closed  in 
May,  we  students,  regardless  ot  oin-  individual 
classes,  worked  to  blend  together  scattered  events 
into  a  cyclorama  of  activity. 

We  became  a  part  ot  the  scholastic  lite  ot  K.  H.  S. 
as  we  studied.  We  kept  notet^ooks,  handed  in 
papers,  read  books,  wrote  term  papers,  and  crammed 
lor  tests.  Most  important,  we  learned  to  think  and 
reason  as  we  completed  our  various  assignments. 

.\11  knowledge,  however,  does  not  come  from 
books  and  classrooms.  We  assumed  responsibility 
and  learned  to  work  with  others  as  we  became  a 
part  ot  the  extra-ciuricular  life  of  K.  H.  S.  We  pre- 
sented musical  and  dramatic  programs,  actively  par- 
ticipated in  sports,  attended  conferences  and  con- 
tests, and  ■worked  in  the  activities  ot  the  organized 
clubs.  We  also  lielped  govern  our  school  by  taking 
part  in  Student  Forum  and  Boarci  of  Control. 

We  entered  into  the  social  life  ot  K.  H.  S.  ^Ve 
enjoyed  not  only  the  parties,  the  dances,  and  the 
banquets,  tDut  also  the  more  casual  get-togethers  at 
ball  games  and  in  the  study  halls  before  and  after 
school. 

All  of  these  things  have  gone  into  the  K.  H.  S. 
story.  Here  we  have  attempted  to  express  in  words 
and  pictm-es  these  varied  happenings  and  the  people 
who  made  these  events  memorable.

Tlic  Kcndalh  ille  public  school  is  proiul 
of  its  fine  health  program  imcler  the  effi- 
cient direction  of  Mrs.  Stella  Mallon,  school 
nurse,  who  keeps  careful  record  of  a  stu- 
dent's growth,  hearing,  and  vision  and  daily 
handles  first  aid  problems.  She  also  assists 
the  health  program  in  the  St.  John's  Lu- 
theran School. 

The  school  cooperates  with  the  local  den- 
tists and  doctors  to  carry  on  three  annual 
programs:  dental  inspection  for  every  stu- 
dent and  diphtheria  inoculations  and  small- 
pox vaccinations  for  freshmen  and  seniors. 

The  Noble  County  Tuberculosis  Asso- 
ciation offers  free  patch  tests  to  seniors  and 
freshmen.  Almost  every  year  they  offer  free 
chest  X-rays  to  all  students  16  years  of  age 
or  older.

National  Thespian 


There  were  two  dramatics  clubs  this  year. 
Thespian  Troupe  1106  is  a  member  ot  the  Na- 
tional Thespian  Society.  The  aims  of  the  Society 
are  to  create  a  real  interest  in  dramatic  activities 
among  students,  to  set  standards  of  interest  in 
all  of  the  phases  of  dramatic  arts,  to  help  youth 
appreciate  radio,  theater,  the  motion  pictures 
and  television,  and  to  give  them  a  worth-while 
extra-curricular  activity.  To  become  a  Thespian, 
one  must  have  earned  ]joints  by  acting,  partici- 
pating in  programs,  and  working  backstage. 

Although  the  club  started  its  year  with  only

Hoosier  Girls'  State  and  Hoosier  Boys'  State 

Joyce  Watson,  Nelda  Berkes.  and  Dianne  Ihrie  were  chosen  as  the  1954  delegates  to  Hoosier 
Girls'  State.  From  June  27  to  July  4,  they  met  with  782  girls  from  Indiana  on  the  campus  of  In- 
diana University.  Here  they  learned  about  canrpaigning  for  office,  the  duties  of  an  election  board, 
actual  voting  procedures,  and  the  functioning  of  city,  comity,  and  state  government. 

Girls'  State  was  composed  of  twenty  mythical  cities  and  four  mythical  counties.  Every  girl 
was  entitled  to  run  for  an  office  and  the  more  vigorous  and  heated  her  campaigning,  the  better 
were  her  chances  to  win.  After  local  officials  were  chosen  in  the  primary  election,  campaigning 
for  state  offices  began  between  the  two  parties,  the  Nationalists  and  the  Federalists.  Voting  Ma- 
chines were  used  for  the  general  election. 

Jane  Schermerschiem,  a  Nationalist  from  Jasper,  was  elected  governor,  and  Jane  Trittschu, 
a  Federalist  from  Greencastle,  was  chosen  as  outstanding  citizen.  All  other  offices  were  won  by 
the  Federalists. 

Delegates  to  Hoosier  Boys'  State,  held  at  the  School  for  the  Deaf  in  Indianapolis  from  June 
12  to  19,  were  Tom  Jones,  Terry  Kurtz,  and  Larry  Coffel.  Here,  with  416  boys  from  all  over 
the  state  of  Indiana,  they  were  taught  the  fundamental  principles  of  government. 

Boys'  State  was  divided  into  four  comities  and  eight  cities.  Vigorous  campaigning  pre- 
ceded the  election,  at  which   time  precinct,   city,  county,  and  state  officers  weie  elected. 

Primus  Johnson,  a  negro  from  Michigan  City,  was  elected  to  the  highest  office  of  Boys' 
State,  that  of  governor.  Hubbard  Hougland  from  Scottsburg  was  chosen  as  the  outstanding 
citizen. 

Through  these  interesting  and  educational  experiences  at  Girls'  and  Boys'  State,  each  dele- 
gate gained  a  better  understanding  of  Indiana  government  and  the  way  it  functions.
